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THE C.N.R. REPORT 

The annual report of the Canadian 
National Railways for 1940 seems to 
indicate that in 1941 the government 
owned system will be entirely “out of 
the red”, In 1940 freight revenues 
increased over 34 million dollars and 
passenger revenues nearly four mil- 
lion dollars. The movement of war 
Materials to munitions plants, of mun- 
itnons of war and all other kinds of 
supplies to ocean ports and oO: con- 
struction materials to training cen: 
tres has all contributed to the improv- 
ed financial report of the railway 
For 1940 the railway has mde enougi 
profit on operations to pay 33% mil- 
lian dollars out of the $48,700,000 the 
Interest on funded debt owned by the 
oublic. This is a great relief to the 
public treasury, and it is expected 
that next year the full amount of this 
Interest will be paid from railway 
operation. 

The Prime Minister on Canada’s 
War Effort. 

The outstanding event of the past 
week and of the entire session has 
been the explanation given by the 
Prime Minister of the real scope of 
Canada’s war effort. So much had 
been said, the suggestion from some 
quarters based on an entirely false 
(dea of what Canada was doing that 
this country should also have a “lend 
lease” measure, that the speech in 
the House of Commons was very time- 
ly. It was given in the closing hours 
ef discussion of the war appropria- 
tions bill, which has now passed bath 
the Commons and the Senate and 
awaits only the Vice-regal signature. 
During the coming year Canada would 
be spending about 44 per cent of the 
entire income of the country in its 
war effort. The national income has 
been estimated at just under 6 million 
dollars. Canada’s direct war effort 
will coat about $1,450,000,000. But in 
addition to this Canada will be send- 
ing to Britain during the next twelve 
months approximately $1,500,000,000 
worth of munitions of war, raw mater- 
jala and agricultural products. Brit- 
ain’s deficit in her balance of pay- 
ments for the year is estimated at 
$1,150,000,000. To meet this deficit 
Canada must provide Britain with 
Canadian dollars either by the pur- 
chase of Canadian securities now held 
in Britain or by the accumulation of 
sterling balances. From September 
1939 to February 1941 the United 
Kingdom's deficit was 787 million dol- 
lars, 45 per cent of which was provid- 
ed by Canada through the _repatria- 
tion of securities and 21 per cent by 
the accumulation of sterling balances 
while only 34 per cent was met by the 
transfer of gold. Since December no 
gold has been received from the Un- 
ited Kingdom, The Prime Minister 
sald he hoped Britain could send 
some gold but he emphasized that 
“whatever gold or United States ex- 
change Britain makes available to 
Canada ise for one purpose only and 
that purpose is to enable Canada to 
make payment to the United States 
for war purchases.”

GOVERNMENT URGES 
EARLY DELIVERY OF 
BALANCE 1940 CROP 


Farmers of this community will be 
interested in a statement made in the 
House of Commons by Hon. J. A. Mac: 
Kinnon, as follows— 

“I would like to suggest to farmers 
to keep storage space at their loca) 
shipping points filled as far as pos: 
sible in order to prevent an undue 
rush of wheat in theclosing weeks of 
the crop year. I wish to stress this. 

All farmers should carefully study 
the Government's 1941 wheat policy 
with a particular view to making their 
decision concerning delivery of the 
balance of their 1940 crop before the 
1941 delivery quotas become effect 
ive. The price which the Wheat 
Board will pay on the 1940 crop will 
have reached 76 cents per bushel by 
the end of July basis Fort William or 
Vancouver, which prise includes farm 
storage. On August 11st, if the Govern- 
ment’s 1941-42 plans are accepted by 
Parliament the price reverts to 70c 
per bushel coupled with further re- 

strictions on deliveries. Farmers 
should not leave delivery off until too 
late in the season in case elevator 
space is not available at that time.

England, so long the mistress of

And reign, teb sovereign of the 

conquered air. 

If teh poet was prophet enough to 
predict correctly a “long-drawn batthe 
in the skies” 200 years later, the rest 
of his prophecy should come true al- 
so Britons know it will. They can 
make its fulfillment doubly sure by 
putting every ounce of energy and ev- 
ery dollar they can spare—yes, every 
dollar they can ill afford to spare 
judged by normal peacetime stand:

TOWN COUNCIL 


The Council held one of the short- 
est sessions, in a long time on Tues- 
day night, when matters. mainly of a 
routine nature, fairly rolled through. 
The Mayor, who was appointed to re- 
present the Council at the meeting of 
organizations held last Monday, in 
connection with the War Services 
Fund drive, gave his report on the 
matter, The Council will not be called 
on for aid or at any rate, for less than 
was deemed necessary at first. Ap- 
plications for garden lots were receiv- 
ed from ten of last year's planters, 
and from one new one. All were rati- 
fied, A few more re expected to come 
in before the next meeting. 

Permission was granted to two 
taxpayers to consolidate their arrears 
on completion of the requirements,, 
and an agreement was entered into 
with another who has already met 
them, 

It was moved that the Red Cross 
be subsidized to the extent of six dol- 
lara per month for rent, for the next 
six months, after which time, further 
arrangements will be contemplated. 
In connection with a number of re- 
quests from the Edmonton bureau re- 
garding relief, the Town tok steps to 
see that the bureau has all the infor- 
mation they require in full time to re- 
gain the province's share of the bur- 
den, A further grant of ten dollars 
was made for relief. 

Individual councillors took it upon 
themselves to interview some of the 
users of Calgary Power whose rates 
would be more highly increased if the 
new basis were put into effect, and 
they will report at the next meeting. 


A letter from the Provincial Gov- 
ernment was read stating that the 
Town is not entitled to charge five 


percent for collection of the School 
Taxes, as they were informed by the 
auditors, Since two or three of the re- 
commendations of the auditors did 
not seem altogether clear, it was de- 
cided that when they are over the 
next time, the town solicitor and sec- 
retary should get together with them, 
and straighten things out. 

Notice was received from the Do- 
minion of one pension having been 
granted. 

The School Board will be asked to 
send a representative to the next 
meeting, to discuss their requisitions 
for the year, so that the committee 
working on estimates will be enabled 
to go ahead. The Band asked the 
Council if they might have the same 
arrangements which they obtained 
several years ago, when they pract- 
iced in the Town Hall on Wednesday 
nights from eight to ten. Council was 
quite agreeable to reinstating the ar- 
rangement, 

Insurance was ratified on two pie- 
ces of town property, and liability in- 
surance for the fire truck renewed, 
as was also the Secretary's bond. 

It was decided that the Town 
should rent a team immediately, to 
arrange for the removal of ashes, etc. 
The culvert at Railway avenue which 
is blocked, will be flushhed by hose 
pressure and if there is nothing ser- 
ious in the way, this should clear it. 
The weeds on the east bank of Rail- 
Way avenue will be raked into the 
ditch and burned.

U. S. SEIZES 60-0DD 
AXIS SHIPS 


President Roosevelt’s action in or- 
dering the seizure of bout sixty Ger- 
man, Italian and Danish wessels in 
United States ports has naturally 
brought protests from the German 
and Italian embassies.

Two Million Pairs Of Silk Stockings 
Coming From Britain in 1941— 

The women of Britain do 
pect to have any new silk stockings 
in 1941. Usually they buy 
pairs. 

Next year the country’s normal an- 
nual export of a million pairs will 
probably be doubled. India will be 
buying most of them. For years she 
has been buying from England, and 
the first sheer silk stockings were 
made in England for the gentleman 
in wigs in the days of George the 3rd. 
The same makers produced for Queen 
Victoria the lightest silk stockings 
ever knitted. 

To attract people to the Indian baz- 
aars great quantities of silk stockings 
from Japan have been dumped down 
and sold without profit to attract cus- 
tom. 

The Jap makers have been flatter- 
ing enough to copy the trade marks 
of the real English article; in one 
case they reproduce not only a wing- 
ed wheel but the name of the English 
manufacturer, altering a single |let- 
ter, to which this mark belongs. 

Britain is preparing for the pirates 
not in India only but elsewhere. 
South Africa is one other important 
market; Malaya a third. These and 
Others will be intensively cultivated 
during the coming year with a new 
range of eleven shades, among them 
Dimple, Freckle, Heather, Mystical, 
Pintail, Shellac and Twilight. 

Skins Of Arabia Are Among Britain's 
Gloves of Many Coloure— 

Gloversville, America’s glove metro- 
polis, is having a show of leathers 
for gloves, processed in Britain, from 
skins collected in Arabia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, the Sudan and in 
Britain itself. 

British doeskina, made from the 
skins of British and New Zealand 
sheep, are already sought after in U. 
S. A. and other types have now been 
specially prepared by Britain's fifteen 
foremost tanners,

ected eight special shades for the 
collection— Vintge Wine, Gallant 
Blue, Guardsman Red, Madison Beige, 
Toffee Tan, Commander Blue, English 
Tan and Park Brown. 

World’s Biggest Power Generator— 
Coulee Dam Started Saturday Last— 

Washington— Adding vast new re 
sources for use in the United States 
program of rearmament and of aid to 
Britain, the greatest power generator 
in teh world— the Grand Coulee Dam, 
began operation on March 22nd. _ It 
started with two generators of 108,- 
000 kilowatts each. It comes into op- 
eration at a time when aluminum, 
which requires electric power for its 
processing, is greatly needed for aero- 
plane construction, The dam, in the 
Pacific Northwest, harnesses the 
waters of the Columbia river, and it 
is one of the triumphs of the New 
Deal. It commes into use just when it 
is wanted most. Next year two more 
generators will be added to the opera- 
ting plant, and two more the follow- 
ing year.

FLOUR FOR “FRANCE 


Two shiploads 8 flour, consisting 
of 13,500 tons, will be sent from the 
United States to unoccupied France 
and distributed there under the super- 
vision of the American Red Cross, Af- 
ter receiving assurances that the 
flour will not be permitted to aid the 
German cause, the British government 
consented to the shipments, 

Ordinarily France's wheat produc- 
tion, which averages in excess of 
325 million bushels a year, is suffic- 
ient for the needs of her 41 million 
population. The bulk of the produc: 
tion comes from northeastern France, 
however, and this region is occupied 
by the Germans, who will not allow 
surplus wheat to be sent to the un: 
occupied area, 

Frenchmen are great bread eaters, 
but the scarcity in unoccupied France 
has been accentuated by the pres- 
ence of many thousands of refugees. 

Marshal Petain, French chief of 
state, says about 550,000 tons of wheat 
are needed to stave off threatened 
famine in unoccupied France. The 
British contend that France had am- 
ple wheat supplies if the Germans had 
not interfered.
